from twenty to thirty-five pounds, and 
eatx be fondled and played with like a 
dog, and the more you malte.af them 
the better they like it.

around the pony barn at once, and 
when purchasers

Compelled to Frovldo Their Own Houses 


While at tho Ciiplta!. 


Iowa governors haTO followed Va- 


rious plans in providing themselves 
with homes in Dos Muines dui'ing their 
official terms. Gov. Larrabee occu- 
pied a frame house near the state- 
house, says the Sioux City Journal. 
It was not very large and rented for 
about $50 a month, the sum which the 
state allows to the governor for house 
rent Gov. Boies lived at the Savery 
house, occupying a small room when 
he was in town, and -when he went out 
o£ town over night he gave up the 
room the same as any other transient. 
He never entertained. 
Gov. Jackson, 


who lives in a comfortable but modest 
home 12 this city, met the demands 
of his position socially hi a very, pleas- 
ing manner, ha\'ing the assistance of 
a wife who was very capable and suc- 
cessful in discharging the duties, of the 
governor's wife. Gov. Drake lived at 
the Savery House, where he occupied 
a parlor and entertained to some ex- 
tent. GOT. Shaw has filled the posi- 
tion socially, as well as in other re- 
spects, to the complete satisfaction of 
all demands. 
He succeeded when he 


came here in renting a good furnished 
house from a family that was going to 
spend a year in Europe. During the 
last legislative session Governor and 
Mrs. 
Shaw occupied the Pratt house 


on Grand avenue. Since then they 
have lived In the Victoria, the new 
Hubbell apartment house. Governor 
.and Mrs. Shaw have entertained lib- 
eraliy and have taken mora part in the 
society of Des Moines than sjiy pre- 
vious governor except Gov.
